produce a tumor with a culture of 
any one of the organisms; but this 
strength of the case against the 
general conception that the malig- 
nant disease has an extrinsic spe- 
cific cause has been based upon 
the view that tumors are the path- 
ological consequence of the simple 
conjunttion of host and parasite. 


A Specific Factor. 


“Dr. Gye's discovery indicates 
the presence of an essential fac- 
tor, or, as he terms it, a specific 
factor before malignancy occurs. 

“One of the outstanding features 
of new growths is their specificity, 
rot only in regard :-to host, but in 
regard to tissue. The conclusion 
that these tumors, being caused by 
living viruses, require for every 
species a special group of viruses 
and for every tissue a special virus 
is absolutely opposed to any the- 
ory which would connect aatiolog- 
ically the great variety ef tumors 
in 80 many animals with one ex- 
ternal agent; and the influence of 
irritation leading to perverted re- 
action has been invoked as the 
common cause and the disease be- 
comes a particular probiem in ceil 
rhysiology.

Much attention is 
being given to the theory that it

Some organisms have 
been shown to produce cancer, but 
none to produce all cancer or every 
form of cancer. It has not been 
established that all cancer is duet to 
the same thing or that jt Is not the 
result of varying combinations of 
causes.

Mayor Miller today authorized 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks to employ horseshoers for 
city-owned animals, if Brooks can 
effect a substantial saving to the 
city for this work. 

Recently Director Brooks was re- 
quested by the Mayor to report on 
the cost of horseshoeing to the city, 
and in this report the Mayor was 
shown that the city, in 1923, paid 

22,103.59, or an average cost for 

shoes for 364 horses of $69.72. In 
1924 the cost was $23,999.24, an 
average of $66.48 for 361 horses, 
and in the fiscal year ending in 
1925, $25,859.32, or an average cost 
of $69.32 for 373 horses. These 
costs were based on prices ap- 
proved by the Master Horseshoers’ 
Association of St. Louis. 

Brooks reported he believed if 
the city employed four horseshoers 
and a supervising foreman, and 
used the shop owned by the city, 
for which horseshoe confractors in 
the past have paid rent, the city 
could save about $7000 a “year, 
whereupon the Mayor approved the 
suggestion in a letter to Brooks 
and added that he saw no reason 
why the city should not embark in 
any business where money could b3; 
saved or where contractors refused 
to make reasonable prices.

“This statute forbids the teach- 
ing of any theory which conflicts 
with the divine account in the 
Bible. Can your honor tell what 
this divine acyount ts?

- There are two conflict- 
ing accounts in the first chapter 
and various accaunts and ideas 
scattered throughout it. Imagine 
making a criminal code so uncer- 
tain that every man must be sure 
he has read every word in the Bible 
and understands: it before he can 
be sure that he is nat violating the 
law. Who is this chief mogul who 
is to tell us with the voice of aa- 
thority which of these accotints is 
the right one and which interpreta- 
tion is correct? 

“There are 500 Christian sects in 
the United States, all quarreling 
with each other over what the 
Bible means, and no two members 
of any one of them exactly agree- 
ing on what it means.” 

Darrow *was basing this phase of 
his argument on th&T clause of the 
Constitution which provides that a 
law must be clear and definite 
enough so that a citizen can tell 
when he is* violating It.
